Other galleries 
holding the museum's permanent collection will be open the usual hours of 1 p.m. to 6 p.m. on 
Easter Sunday, and will remain closed to the public on Monday, March 3 1 . 

According to Bill Prenevost, Manager of Marketing and Communications, "Because 
Easter Monday is a new addition to the Faberge schedule, plenty of tickets will be available at the 
door. There are also ample tickets presently available at the museum box office during the off- 
peak hours of 3 p.m. to 5 p.m. Tuesdays through Sundays, and Wednesday and Friday evenings 
5 p.m. until 9 p.m." The exhibition displays nearly 400 objects designed by legendary jeweler and 
goldsmith Peter Carl Faberge including 15 of the Imperial Easter Eggs commissioned by the last 
two Russian czars. 

Over 15,000 visitors viewed Faberge in America in its first week at the museum. It 
continues through May 1 1. Advance tickets can be purchased through Advantix at 241-6000 or 
at the museum box office.
